Summary of L egislation: Requiresthe office of Medicaid policy and planning to: (1) apply to thefederal Centers
for Medicareand Medicaid Servicesfor an amendment to the state M edicaid plan to implement certain health facility
reimbursement changes; and (2) authorize the collection of alicensing fee of $6 from each health facility for each
patient day; and provide for the deposit of the fee into the eldercare trust fund. Specifies how a health facility's
annual licensing fee shall be calculated, depending upon whether the facility participates in the state Medicaid
program. Requires the state's rate setting contractor to: (1) use the most recent completed year when calculating
medians and provider rates; and (2) calculate the median for each rate component each quarter using all cost reports
received by the state within a specified timeframe.
